FROM $100,000 LAWSUIT 


Elba General Hospitai has asked Federal courts to dismiss 
the hospital as a defendant from a $100,000 malpractice 
suit filed by Antoinette Renardo of Tampa, Fla. 

The motion filed Monday came soon after Judge Frank 
M Johnson denied a motion to dismiss the other defend- 
ants, Dr. Bancroft Cooper and Dudley J. Terrell and the 
Wiregrass Radiological Consultants, in which Terrell is a 


partner. 


Johnson gave the plaintiff 10 days to amend her 


complaint against the hospital before dismissing Elba Gen- 


eral from the suit.. 


The 21-year-old Florida woman said that after she fell 
from a horse in Coffee County in August 1971, she re- 
ceived X-rays, and that compresses were placed on her 
neck. However, the two treating her failed to discover that 
she had a fracture, the suit claims. 

The hospital is represented by Attorney Terry Butts and 
a law firm in Dothan. The request for dismissal is based 
on an opinion that the local hospital is a government-owned 
facility and offers care to the public, even to those not able 


to pay.

ALL ... 


One problem of very small. 
premature babies is immature 
lungs. But new techniques can 
help tiny lungs develop even 
before these babies are born. 
Unlike some organs, lungs 
must be able to function at 
the instant of birth, or the 
baby will die. 

To survive the first breath, 
the baby’s lungs must produce 
a substance called surfactant, 
which coats the millions ofair 
sacs in the lungs. Surfactant 
gives the lungs the stretching 
power they need to expand with 
air, and keeps them from col- 
lapsing when the air is ex- 
haled. Without surfactant, 
lungs cannot function. Tests of 
amniotic fluid in the mother’s 
womb can measure how much 
surfactant the fetus’ lungs are 
producing. If these levels are 
too low when premature labor 
begins, emergency measures 
must be taken. 

From*extensive researchon 
pregnant sheep and rabbits, 
Dr. Mary Ellen Avery at Har- 
vard Medical School, througha 
grant from the American Lung 
Association, has found ways to 
help trigger the production of 
surfactant in newborn babies. 

Even more astonishing, she 
has found techniques to stimu- 
late the lungs of the fetus to 
produce its own surfactant be- 
fore it is born. Administering 
small doess of a substance 
produced by the pituitary 
gland, Dr. Avery has found, 
can help fetal lungs develop at 
an increased pace and supply 
surfactant to the air sacs. 
These new techniques can help 
save some of the thousands of 
babies inthe U.S. who die every 
year from hyaline membrane 
disease. Over half the babies 
who weigh less thantwo-and-a 
half pounds at birth have the 
disease because the air sacs 
of their lungs are not coated 
with surfactant. 

Research indicates that pr- 
eynant women who smoke in- 
crease their chances of having 
low-weight babies who are 
born prematurely. The moth- 
er’s smoking blocks off the 
oxygen supply to the fetus.

phone company property 

“There are two reasons 
we have decided to offer a re- 
ward,” said Entz. “The first 
is that most of the damage 
thus far has been to customer 
telephone lines When this 
occurs emergency communi- 
cation services are severed 
and a very realthreat tohuman 
life and property is posed.” 

“The second reason is the 
tremendous expense of this 
vandalism,” he said. “All of 
these recent incidents -- most 
of which involved the cutting or 
shooting of telephone cables-- 
have cost us over $30,000.” 
Entz said it is not the nor- 
mal practice of telephone com- 
panies to offer cash rewards, 
but “it is also not the normal 
practice for us to have 180 
incidents of damage in a month 
and a half; most of which we 
believe were intentional.” 

The penalty for vandalizing 
telephone facilities is impri- 
sonment from one to five years. 
When dedicated government 
communications facilities are 
involved the penalty is a fine 
of not more than $10,000 and 
imprisonment of not more than 
ten years. 

Persons with information 
regarding vandalizing of tele- 
phone facilities should contact 
local law enforcement offi- 
eials.

Innocent 
Of Murder 


Harvey A. Waters III, who 
was charged with second de- 
gree murder in the May shoot- 
ing death of Zeflin Flowers, 
was declared innocent in the 
local circuit court Tuesday 
of this week. 

The Waters trial started 
Monday morning and the jury 
left the courtroom to deter- 
mine a verdict shortly after 
1:00 p.m., returning some 45 
minutes later with the “not 
guilty.” 

The courtroom was about 
half full at the time of the 
verdict, but at least half were 
prospective jurors for other 
cases. 

The jury did not come back 
with any questions, but did 
interrupt their deliberations 
once to ask the deputy sh- 
eriff guarding their closed door 
for some blank paper 

Judge Riley Green warned 
the spectators before the ver- 
dict that if anyone couldn't 
control any outburst (regard- 
less of the verdict) they could 
leave the room before he read 
the verdict. Following the an- 
nouncement of innocent, the 
only. changes of emotions 
visible to THE ELBA CLIPPER 
were some smiles from friends 
of the Waters family and tears 
of joy on the cheeks of fam- 
ily members.

J am well aware of the fact 
that as owner and editor of 
your newspaper you have the 
prerogative to print any ma- 
terial you deem newsworthy, 
but it is also my understand- 
ing that a good editor will 
always have the facts and be 
unbiased in his reporting 

Upon reading your article, 
mentioned above, | find that 
you have printed it in bold 
type and outlined it in bold 
black print indicating some- 
thing. What was the reason 
for the bold type and black out- 
line? 

I would also have toassume 
that the “facts” which you pr- 
inted were not facts but here- 
say Since the Hospital, Dr 
Terrell, nor myself were ques- 
tioned by you, and 1 would doubt 
that you questioned the patient. 

Since you have taken it upon 
yourself to inform the public 
in this matter I have no alter- 
native other than to state the 
true facts of this case and ask 
that this letter be printed in 

The patient, Miss Renardo, 
age 1%, was brought to the 
emergency room of the Elba 
General Hospital the afternoon 
of August 8, 1971l.after being 
thrown from a horse She 
Stated that there was neck pain 
and pain on motion of the neck 
afd head. X-rays were done 
of the cervical spine, and no 
fracture was seen by me. The 
family was madeaware of these 
findings, but were told that the

Now this is heresay: The 
patient was taken to a chiro- 
practor and approximately one 
month after her last visit to 
me was seen bya‘ physician 
in Florida where a linear frac- 
ture of the odontoid process 
was found. 

As you can readily see this 
fracture could have been 
caused by another fall or even 
the treatment she had received 
elsewhere,

worthy of youas editor to ques- 
tion individuals and find out the 
true facts before printing such 
articles, and furthermore, try 
using standard type and nottry 
to emphasis your unreliable 
Stories by using bold print.

iropractor, but asked that we 
not print that until we had ch- 
ecked with their lawyer, who 
happened to be out of town; 
third, your letter expanded gr- 
eatly on the subject but did not 
contradict one word of the 
story we ran last week. 

In answer to your question- 
ing our bold type and black bor- 
der, we also have what we con- 
sider a reasonable answer: 
First, the article would never 


have been used if only you 
and/or Dr. Terrell had been 
sued, but in this’ case, a 
PUBLIC hospital was involved 
and this was the important part 
as brought out in the headline 
“Local Hospital Asks Relief 
From $100,000 Lawsuit.”
